and he questioned the competency of the 
magicians to interpret dreams corfcct 
Hence he issues the proclamation that the 
Magicians, and wise men, should tell him 
the dream, which should be an evidence 


to him that they were capable to make 


known the true interpretation. This pro- 
clamation was of such a nature, that hon- 
or and promotion, was promised on con- 
dition they could make known the dream; 
but immediate death if they failed doing 
it. Daoicl and his brethren were soon 
ranked with the wise men of Babylon: 
‘‘And they sought Daniel and his fellows 
to be slain.”” We cannot help but re- 
mark here, that had it been a decree for 
their promotion only; they perhaps would 
have disdained the idea that Deniel and 
his fellows, who were poor captives of - 
the tribe.of Judah, being wise meny. but 
in the time of adversity, and the severity 
of a decree, they were willing that others 
should be ranked with themselves. But 
when human wisdom was exhausted, and 
the magicians completely panic-strwck in 
consequence of the severity, of the decree, 
the Lord as usual showed hims¢lf to be a 
sccrets—a protector of the 
righteous—a God at hand and not afar 
off. ‘This revelation was a source of con- 
solation to Danjel, and, his. brethren: for 
it saved them from being sacrificed to. ap- 
pease the wrath of the king; and, the. ef- 
fect produced was the revocation ,of the 
impious decree.

Daniel interprets this dream as follows: 
“Thou, O king, arta king of kings: for 
a God of heaven hath given me a king- 
» power, and strength, glory. 
And _ aed the children men 
dwell, the beasts of the field and the fowls 
of the heaven, hath he given into thine 
hand, and hath made thee ruler over 
them all. Thou art this head of ‘gold. 
The reader willdo wellto bear in mind 
that Nebuchadnezzar is hcre described 
as the representative of the Babylonian 
empire: **Thou(or the empire) art this 
head of gold.” It isevident from Daniel 
and many other prophets that during the 
rise and fallof kingdoms, four universal, 
or more powerful than other kingdoms, 
were to arise and flourish at different pe- 
riods of the world. In the, above they 
are not only represented by the particular 
form of the tremendous image, that stood 
before the king: but by the different met- 
als of which it was composed, gold, silyer, 
brass, and iron. And we concur with 
the prophet that the Babylonian empire; 
which was formerly called the Assyrian, 
and which took its rise at a very early 
date, but underwent something of a 
change so that in Nebuchadnezzar’s time 
it was called the Babylonian, was the first 
universalempire on the list. But for the 
sake of brevity we shal] not’ attem to 
be particular in describing these kige- 
doms, not even to enter into the field ‘of 
history to particularize the times and 
dates of their foundation; but only throw 
out some general hints upon the subject, 
that the inquirer may come to a correct 
understanding of the time for the estab- 
lishment of the kingdom of God,—its prev- 
alence and Therefore, after 
setting down the Babylonian empire as 
the first described in the above we will 
proceed.

St. John in his Apocalypse is very 
plain upon this subject: “And | saw a 
beast rise up out of the sea having seven 
beads and ten horns, and upon hjs horns 
ten crowns.’’—Rey. xiii. 1. The angel 
interprets this in another place: “The 
seven heads are seven .mountains;” per- 
haps this alludes to the various elevated 
parts upon which the city of Rome was 
built. ten horns are ten kings,”

Meeting was called to order at 10 o’- 
clock A. M., by Elder Wm. Snow, who 
laid before the meeting the object of the 
conference. 

Snow, was unanimously 
chosen to preside, and Elder F. D. Rich- 
ards to act as clerk of the conference. 

Cenference was then opened by sing- 
ing, and prayer by the President.

After making 
some remarks concerning the order of the 
day, and. business to be transacted, the 
Prest. upon the Elders to repre- 
sent their respective fields of labor.
